Life,  nature,  truth,  without  exaggera- 
tion or  diminution."  (Fide  Baker,  History  of  the  English  Staye,  1576-1903, 
London,  1904.)  The  following  is  an  extract  from  H.  N.  Hillebrand, 
Edmund  Kean,  New  York,  1933:  "I  know  not  how  the  managers  of  the 
Drury  Lane  viewed  the  season  of  1814-1815  with  its  rapid  fire  of  new- 
roles,  and  its  steady  decline  in  receipts.  .  .  .  Gifts  flowed  in  continuously 
— a  gold  box  and  a  sword  from  Lord  Byron.  .  .  .  The  one  lord  whom  he 
(Kean)  tolerated  was  Byron,  who  admired  and  pursued  him  and  whom 
he,  for  a  time,  admired  and  accepted."  In  a  letter  Susan  Chambers, 
who  was  then  living  with  the  Keans  (in  1 8 1 6 )  wrote  "Lord  Biron  [sic]  is 
enchanted  with  Edmund,  and  is  like  a  little  dog  behind  the  scenes,  fol- 
lowing him  everywhere."  It  is  ver)  probable  that  the  May  1st  recorded 
on  the  inkstand  refers  to  the  performance  of  "Richard  III"  on  that  date 
in  1 8 1 5  ;  Kean  s  superb  acting  in  this  play  is  known  to  have  sent  Byron 
into  convulsions  ill  the  pit  of  the  Drury  Lane  Theatre.
